The reply filed on October 1 1 , 2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): the amendment to the claims do not provide clarification regarding the 35 USC 112 Rejection. Claim 1 recites: "a contact 
hole in a dielectric layer hat is between the upper electrode and the lower electrode", in lines 4-6; "patterning the dielectric layer to 
form the contact hole through which the surface of the first wiring layer is exposed; and forming the upper electrode comprising a 
material to contact the first wiring layer through the contact hole", in line 1 1 . The scope of the claim is indeterminate because the 
claim previously recited "a method of manufacturing an MIM capacitor, which includes a lower electrode, a first wiring layer that is 
located below or in the same level with the lower electrode and is insulated from the lower electrode, and an upper electrode that 
overlaps with the lower electrode"; if is unclear how the surface of the first wiring layer is exposed when the first wiring layer is 
located below the lower electrode because the claim recited that the first wiring layer is insulated from lower electrode. Clarification 
is requested. In addition, it is suggested to define the claim using positive recitations and to incorporate the preamble in the body of 
the claim. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or 
THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in 
order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY BE GRANTED UNDER 37 CFR 1.136(a).
